Child Reading Troubles . 


4 Fmeritus Consultant tn Medietne, Mayo Clim 
and Emeritus Professor of Medicine Mayo Foundation 


Interestingly, “dyslexia” or difficulty in 
reading, is nothing new; it was desc ribed in 
1877 by a German neurologist named Adolf 
Kussmaul. Harry and Ruth Bakwin, of New 
York University, must be right in. believing 
that many of the children who have serious 
trouble with reading were born with some 
slight defect in the construction of their brain. 
This perhaps is what causes them to con- 

. fuse letters that look alike, or to reverse the 
position of letters or syllables in words, or to 
have. difficulty in combining letters into 
syllables or syllables into words. The Bak- 
wins feel as Mrs. McKinnie, of Berkley, Cal., 
does that the child of this type who has 
trouble reading should be 


taught with whatever 
method is found to. work 
best for him. 

Richard S. Eustis of 
Harvard says that thesé 
troubles ‘are met with 
usually in boys, and boys 


who often are essentially 
bright. Some were slow to 
Jearn to talk; and then, per?" 
haps, they tended to lisp or 
stutter, On looking through 
the families of these boys, relatives with 
similar handiceps could be found—which is 
just what I would have expected. Some of 
the boys with these difficulties want to read 
from right to left, and some never can re- 
member which way an S or a Z faces. Several 
neurologists -have described peculiarities in 
the nervous system of boys who have had 
trouble with talking and writing. 

Writing and speaking are such compli- 
cated processes that it would not be surpris- 
ing if the brains of some individuals could 
not handle the work well. In my college 
lays, when I taught classes in a gymnasium, 
1 was impressed with the fact that a few boys 
had such a good control of their muscles that 
quickly they would learn to perform the exer- 
cises and to perform them beautifully; while 
other boys who were clumsy either could 
never learn to perform the more difficult 
exercises or else could never perform them 
gracefully. It seemed evident to me that 
these two groups of boys had been born with 
different types of nervous systems, one better 
orgafized and integrated than the other.

I imagine that the occasional boy who 
sucks his thumb until he is six or 10 has a 
hereditary tendency to neurosis or psychosis, 
but I do not know, because I have not kept 
records as to this. If any of my_ readers 
have ~made observations in regard to the 
character differences between the children 
who are confirmed thumb-suckers and those 

who quit early in life, I would like to hear 
from them.
